John BE. Stillwell Describes What He 
Saw at His Uncle’s House.

‘HANNIBAL, Mo., July 16.—The first wit- 
ness in the Hearne-De Young libel suit this 
morning was John E. Stillwell of Joplin, 
Mo., a nephew of Amos J. Stillwell, «the 
murdered man.

BACKED DOWN. 


Mr. 8. B. Cook, a member of the State 
Committee, has given the inside history 
of the fixing of the date of the State con- 
vention on Aug. 6. At the morning ses- 
sion Mr. Cook, who was recognized as the 
leader of the free silver element in the 
committee, announced that he was will- 
o accept Aug. 29 as the date of the 
convention; or, if it should be demanded 
by responsible parties, to accept a Sep- 
tember date. During the recess he was 
visited by Committeemen Carroll, Zeve- 
ley, Thomas, Sherwood and Davis, and 
informed that eight members of the 
committee (namely, the Francis-Maffitt 
members) had agreed upon,Aug. 6, and 
was informed further that if he would 
make the motion fixing that date, it 
would carry unanimously. In accordance 
with this request, Mr. Cook made the 
motion for Aug. 6 and, as promised, it 
was carried by a unanimous vote. 

This plain statement of fact leaves no 
opening misrepresentation or dispute. 
It wes the silver members of the State 
Committee who were willing to fix a 
date for the convention that would give 
the gold men time for the campaign which 
they profess to be eager to make. It Was 
the gold men on thecommittee who reced- 
ed from the later date when they. found 
it could be obtained, and agreed upon 
a date earlier than any that had been 
mentioned. The date actually fixed was 
selected by gold men without consulta- 
tion with the silver members of the com- 
mittee. ; 

There can bé no pretense, therefore, 
that snap judgment was taken upon 
them. The gold men refused the later 
date and fixed the earlier date because 
they did not want a fight. All their 
bluster and bravado during the last six 
weeks has been simply their method of 
defeating the call for a convention. The 
speeches before the committee yesterday 
asking for a late convention were made 
by parties who are in no position to con- 
duct an active canvass, and were for the 
most part simply a grand stand play. 
None of the men recognized as leaders of 
the gold forces appeared before the com- 
mittee, and when they learned the will- 
ingness of the silver men to concede a 
late convention, they instructed their rep- 
resentatives on the committee to fix a 
date which is but three weeks off. .
